Mirage Project Now 


Up To County Board 


Quarter horse racing at Rancho 
Mirage may still become a reality. 
Yesterday the Fourth District 
Court of Appeals reversed the de­ 
cision of Superior Judge Bruce 
Finley who had upheld the right 
of the Riverside County Board of 
Supervisors in its denial of a zon­ 
ing permit which would permit 
quarter horse racing at Rancho 
Mirage. 
In effect, the ruling of the Ap­ 
pellate court tosses the entire m at­ 
ter back into the laps of the 
County Supervisors, coupled with 
an order that another hearing be 
granted the Desert Turf Club's 
application for a zoning permit for 
the racing plant at Rancho Mirage. 
The opinion of the Higher court 
stated ir part that the County 
Board of Superpisors had perm it­ 
ted teetimony which had no bear­ 
ing on zoning. 
This testimony dealt only with 
the roernt* of racing and pari-mu- 
tual betting at race tracks, which 
are permitted by California law. 
Pointedly, the reversal of the 
County Board of Supervisors and 
the lower courts by the appellate 
court Indicated that the zoning 
permit was recommended by the 
Riverside County Planning Com­ 
mission; that no traffic hazard 
would bo cheated by the operation 
of such a track at Rancho Mi­ 
rage and that the area was re­ 
garded as a recreational zone in 
Riverside county., 
Henry Gog ert y. who owns the 
land and le an officer of the Des- 
ret Turf Club, said he would ask 
for an immediate re-hearing of his 
application 
before 
the 
County 
Board of Supervisor*. 
The legal firm of Thompson and 
Colegate had filed the appeal from 
the Superior Court'» decision.

Deadly Arsenal 


WASHINGTON M - U.S. Army 
sources disclosed today that Rus­ 
sia has equipped it* huge army 
with a "deadly 
new 
family of 
weapons” in a vast modernization 
program for atomic age warfare. 
Some military ^authorities be­ 
lieved that the new Russia em- 
|g mobility and inow sed 
firepower may e x p l a i n the So­ 
viets' professed willingness to cut 
down the numbers of men in its 
standing forces. 
“The Soviet re-equipment pro­ 
gram is an accomplished fact,” 
Army sources said, not 
on the 
drawing boards." 
The new Soviet army. It was 
said, is organized not for defen­ 
sive but for offensive tactics on 
atomic battlefields. 
The new weapons include two 
“devastating atomic a r t i l l e r y 
pieces," according to data in Pen­ 
tagon files. One is a 203 millime­ 
ter gun which* has a 
range of 
about 16 miles. 
It can hurl an 
atomic shell almost as far as the 
much bigger and heavier Ameri­ 
can 280 millimeter atomic cannon. 
The other is a 240 heavy mortar, 
the largest caliber weapon of its 
type in the world. 
Along with new trucks, a giant 
helicopter and new lightly armor­ 
ed amphibious vehicles, the new 
weapons make the Russian army 
a highly mobile force.

WASHINGTON - The govern­ 
ment is recovering those big 
" w i n d f a l l ” profits on FHA- 
financed rental housing projects. 
Already *5,225,000 in "windfall” 
profits has been regained in 75 
of these cases, and measures 
are being pressed to recapture 
*50,000.000 more in several hun­ 
dred others. 
That's what Albert Cole, head 
of the Housing and Home Fi­ 
nance Agency, disclosed under 
bipartisan S e n a t e questioning 
about this long-pending matter. 
Several years ago a sensational 
investigation exposed many mul­ 
ti-million dollar "windfall” hous­ 
ing deals throughout the country. 
Senator Warren M a g n u s o n 
ID-Wash.>, chairman of the In­ 
terstate Commerce Committee, 
has repeatedly demanded vigor­ 
ous action to recover these prof­ 
its Senator Everett D i r k s e n 
IR-Ill.' joined him in quizzing 
Administrator Cole. 
Most of the money so far re­ 
gained has been through agree­ 
ments. But a number of legal 
tests art pending. 
"Some of them have reached 
the Appeals Court,” said Cole, 
"and up to now every de­ 
rision has been in favor of the 
government 
We are genuinely 
confident of winning all of them 
in the end.” 
"How many 'windfall'* cases 
are there?" asked Dirksen. 
“We have settled about 75 in­ 
volving 123 projects," r e p l i e d 
Cole. "The total recovered in 
these cases is *5.2*5.000 We have 
under negotiation 50 other proj­ 
ects involving the repayment of 
(5,000.000 more. And we are pre­ 
paring to proceed on numerous 
other cases with a potential re­ 
covery total of *50.000.000.’’ 
The FHA has taken over 1* 
rental housing projects on which 
considerable "windfall" profits 
were made. Cala expressed tha 


belief no money will be lost on 
them as they are worth more 
than the government's loans. 
"What happens to the money 
that Js recovered?” asked Mag­ 
nuson. 
"It is paid back to and held by 
the corporation which built and 
owns the project," explained 
Cole. "The disbursal of these 
funds from the corporation was 
in violation of the contract and 
charter. That's why we are de­ 
manding their return. 
These 
‘windfall’ profits are part of .he 
capital and reserves of the cor­ 
poration for thk benefit of the 
government and the mortgagee.” 
“Then the taxpayers are not 
losing any money in these in­ 
stances," declared Senator Dirk­ 
sen. 
"Definitely not.” a s s e r t e d 
Cole. "As a result of our legal 
actions and negotiations, it is no 
exaggeration to say there is an 
excellent chance that the govern­ 
ment will lose no money in these 
’windfall’ cases." 
Dirksen urged that be widely 
publicized.. 
"The whole country ought to 
know about this.” the Illinoisan 
declared. "Taxpayers should be 
informed that the government is 
protecting their i n t e r e s t and 
equity in these housing projects, 
and there will be no loss to the 
government when these cases are 
finally disposed of.” 
Magnuson heartily concurred 
in that. 
"There were a lot of headlines 
when these a f f a i r s were ex­ 
posed.” he said, "and much criti­ 
cism of the housing program. So 
it would be fair and proper to 
make these latest developments 
fully known to the public.”

"This fund is necessary to estab­ 
lish and maintain a sizable com­ 
munications system that is re­ 
quired for early-warning on the 
offshore islands in this critical 
area." 
“What kind of bases are in­ 
volved in this matter’'’ asked 
Representative Harry Sheppard 
<D-Calif). 
"Naval, air and certain com­ 
munications facilities,” s a i d 
Crichton. "The agreements on 
them have not yet been complet­ 
ed. but are expected to be by 
July 1. What is being discussed 
is what Ifce Chinese Republic 
will furnish and what the U.S. 
will furnish.”

* Ai a recent meeting to review 
the Federal and State Salk vac­ 
cine program, the National Ad­ 
visory Committee on Poliomyeli­ 
tis Vaccine approved the award­ 
ing of special allocations of the 
vaccine to certain states where 
research projects aimed at deter­ 
mining the value of the inocula­ 
tions during an epidemic. The 
committee also endorsed the po­ 
licy of allowing the local com­ 
mittees to decide on second and 
third injections so as to cover 
the majority of the population 
with the one-shot protection. 
They 
further 
recemmended 
that the vaccination be concen­ 
trated on children under 15 years 
of age and on expectant mothers. 
The statistics presented from 
last year showed the rate of 
paralytic poliomyelitis was re­ 
duced about 75 per cent among 
the vaccinated children as com­ 
pared wjth those not vaccinated. 
There is every reason to believe 
that d e s p i t e the precautions 
which now surround the manu­ 
facture of the vaccine that in­ 
creased production would con­ 
tinue to take place. 
Recently, Dr. Jonas E. Salk 
reported on a new phase in the 
protective mechanism of the 
vaccine. His recent studies have 
indicated that as they grow old­ 
er, today's inoculated children 
may not need repeated booster 
injections to maintain an immu­ 
nity against the paralytic type of 
polio. Even when the antibodies, 
which are the protective sub­ 
stances in the blood to neutralize 
the poisons of the polio viruses, 
are no longer demonstrable, the 
individual who has previously 
been immunized when exposed 
to a new invasion by the viruses, ' 


pours out a large supply of these 
antibodies so that the invading 
viruses will be blocked before 
they reach the brain or spinal 
cord below. 
There are, as you have been 
told before, three types of vir­ 
uses, and It seems that type one 
and type two act conjointly in 
tbe protective mechanism, so 
that when a type two virus in­ 
action occurs in the presence of 
previous serum injection the type 
one antibodies also are produced 
in the body in an abundance to 
protect the individual from this 
offshoot. 
The study further indicated 
that whereas when an infection 
with the polio v ir u s e s takes 
place, an interval of 10 to 12 
days is necessary for serious di­ 
sease of the paralytic type to 
show itself in the body. Those 
who have had the vaccine "within 
three to four days of such infec­ 
tion ' immediately manufacture 
the protective antibodies to pre­ 
vent paralysis. 
We are. of course, just coming 
into the season of warm weather 
when an increase in poliomyeli­ 
tis occurs. In the past week 92 
cases were reported in the en­ 
tire nation. This compares with 
149 cases during the comparable 
week of 1955. Thus far this year 
there have been a total of 1463 
cases reported compared to 1599 
in the year of 1955. 
It is most important that par­ 
ents realize that their children 
should be given the advantage of 
these inoculations to p r o t e c t 
them from the ravages of this 
serious disease which we feel 
will lithin the next five to ten 
years no longer be a serious 
menace if this vaccination is 
practiced universally.
